cohol which is marked on the outside 
or the bdttlo in glaring red letters 
intermingled with skull-bones and oth- 


torrifying devices to let the world 


at large know that it.is not intended 
for Internal use. Jt is known as com- 
mon, everyday denatured alcohol—the 
kind "sister uses to clean the furniture 
with. 
The more expensive species of 


it is culfed wood alcohol. 


Since the war started alcohol has 


been used in warfare on 'a scale that 
never existed in peace times. In the 
winter this is especially true. 
The 


carious guns used in the army all must 
have a certain amount of oil for re- 
coiling purposes and In tho frigid 
weather It is impossible to keep the 
oil from freezing. 
Alcohol is used as 
i substitute because it will stand a 
.*ery low temperature before freezing. 
Naturally there are more guns being 
used now than ever before and the 
alcohol demand 
inevitably 
increases.

minlstrator for New England, has for 
mulated plans for converting: leisure 
hours into heat units by the organiza- 
tion of Cut-a-Cord clubs. It is hoped 
that the'movement will extend through 
out the New England states. By this 
means the fuel administrator hopes to 
help keep New England warm during 
tfao coal shortage. 
'There is a large supply of standing 


wood scattered generally 
throughout 


the Now England states," the fuel ad- 
ininstrator declares. 
"This may be 


drawn on during these critical times 
for fuel purposes." 
One difficulty in the way of using 
wood for fuel has been the high cost of 
wood cutting, duo to the shortage of 
labor. The Cut-a-Cord club movement 
was devised to relieve the fuel situa- 
tion by the creation of labor out of thd 
leisure hours of a large clement of th-3 
population. 
In intiatilng tho movement the fuel 
administrator 
is careful to 
guard 
against Indiscriminate slashing of tho 
forests. It Is the intention to make the 
woodchopping activity a benefit to tho 
forest as a whole, by removing the poor 
species and the defective trees, in ac- 
cordance with the teachings of modern 
forestry. 
If the fuel administrator is success- 
ful in. getting New England to swing 
axes, he will help toward restoring to 
this section some of Its independence of 
a half century ago, when New England 
depended almost entirely upon- wood 
for fuel. Not only was wood used for 
domestic purposes but the railroads de- 
pended upon it for their motive power. 
One of the chief winter industries of 
our farmers was to supply railroads 
with wood. 
."Does it not seem absurd," the fuel 
administrator asks, "that coal should 
be brought all the way froni the mine? 
In Pennsylvania, to be burned in homes 
•where wood is growing abundantly al- 
most within a stones' 
throw of the 
house"? 
0 "As a matter of fact," the fuel ad'1 
ministrator says, "a cord of first qual- ; 
Ity dry hardwood when burned in the .. 
old-fashioned, 
air-tight, 
sheet 
iron ! 
Btove will go further than a ton of hard j 
coal for the simple reason that it is j 
customary to keep tho wood fire burn- 
] 


iug only when It IB needed. A coal Are, 
however, is burned continuously, night 
and day, and a largo amount of fuel is 
consumed unnecessarily. 
Probably no 
nation on earth ever consumed fuel so 
•extravagantly as ours. In a house 
v/here perhaps two or three warm 
rooms are all that are required the en- 
tire house of seven or eight rooms has 
been kept at almost summer tempera- 
ture day and night all winter long. Is 
it unreasonable to ask that, at least 
during these critical war times, wo re- 
turn to tho more economical and also 
more healthful customs of our fore- 
fathers and use our native wood sup- 
ply and use it sparingly as will be done 
by the person who chops every stick 
that is burned and 
hauls it to the 
woodshed." 
An important feature of the Cut-a- 
Cord club movement is the benefit to 
the health of those who take part in 
this vigorous outdoor exercise 
Those 
who organize clubs will be instructed 
to see that their members who are un- 
accustomed to such work take it up 
gradually, but it is believed that chop- 
ping bees can be made 
into a. most 
agreeable form of 
winter outing, in 
which women and children can take 
part especially in preparation of a hot 
outdoor lunch around the campfirc. 
An appeal is also made on account of 
patriotism, for no matter how 
littlo i 
od is cut there has been some sav- ; 
ing in coal that Is needed in helping to j

made—the war emergency food sur- 
vey, provided for by congress—will be 
started within the next few days, when 
the Brat batch of the more than three- 
quarters of 
a. million 
schedules or 


questionnaires to be Bent out will be 
placed in the mails. 
The bureau of 
markets has been commissioned by 
the secretary of agriculture to carry 
out the big stock-taking 
enterprise 
with 
the 
co-operation 
of 
other 
branches of 
the 
department. 
inis 
survey will touch every dealer in food 
and food materials, every food manu- 
facturer, and every holder of substan- 
tial quantities of foods in the country 
except the family, requiring them to 
report stocks which they have on band 
Dec. 31 1917. A separate schedule 
will bo sent to a representative num- 
ber 
of specially 
selected 
homes 
throughout the country and upon re- 
turns from these an estimate will be 
made for all homes. 
The approaching survey follows a 
preliminary inventory 
for a limited 
number of food items made Aug. jl 
last, results of which have been nearly 
all tabulated. 
The aim of the major survey to be 
begun shortly is to give the govern- 
ment, producers, dealers and consum- 
ers exact information of the quantities 
of the various important food mate- 
rials on hand. It is only with trust- 
worthy figures of existing food stocks 
as a basis, as was pointed out when 
congress provided for the survey, that 
safe plans can be made for conserv- 
ing and distributing foods already on 
hand, and for producing the toods 
needed next season. 


ueBtlonjnalres to Be Used 
The survey will be made by moans 
of schedules or questionnaires contain- 
ing questions and blanks for answers 
in regard to S6 items, covering more 
than 100 different foods. 
These items 
are divided into 10 general 
group*: 
Grains and seeds, grain food products, 
meat and meat products, fish, animal 
and vegetable fats, dairy and related 
products, canned goods, fresh Irults 
and vegetables, dried fruits, nuts and 
peanuts; and sugar, starches, etc. An- 
swers are to sho%v the quantities of 
each item on hand and an estimate of 
quantities, if any, in transit outward 
by freight or express, on Dec. 31,1911, 
and the quantities that were on hand 
Dec 31, 1916. 
The returns also will 
show the nature, 
organization 
and 
size of the business of each dealer. 
They must be signed by the owner or 
an authorized official. 
Schedules will be sent to all dealers 
in food materials, all manufacturers of 
'ood products, and all holders of such 
commodities 
in lots 
substantially 
greater than family supplies. Reports, 
therefore, will be expected from whole- 
sale and retail grocers, bakers, confec- 
tioners and all other dealers in com- 
modities containing 
food materials; 
fiom warehouse men and cold storage 
concerns; from commissaries of institu- 
ions and commercial and industrial 
establishments; from exporters; from 
manufacturers 
employing any 
food 
product in their operations; and from 
•epresentatives of foreign governments 
who buy supplies in this country. 
The 
sovernment desires reports even from 
concerns using foodstuffs as ingredi- 
ents in products not ordinarily consid- 
ered food; from bottlers of soda water 
and similar beverages, and from chew- 
ng gum manufacturers, for example, 
because of tile sugar employed- 
Penaltiea For Failure to Report 


Altogether, more than three-quartern 


of a million schedules will be distrib- 
uted. Mailing lists have been prepared 
:o cover the field as fully as possible, 
jut some individuals and concerns who 
should make report of food materials 
leld by them undoubtedly have been 
navoidably missed. 
The bureau of market* therefore is 
asking each such individual and con- 
cern that does not receive a schedule 
3y Jan. 2. to write to the bureau of 
markets, U. S. department of agricul- 
ture. Washington, D. C., or to any of 
the many 
agencies 
of 
the bureau 
throughout the country, for a copy. 
The local addresses of these agencies 
are given with each 
of the 
three- 
quarters of a million schedules which 
are being distributed, and may conve- 
niently be obtained by inquiry of any 
business associate who has received 
one o£ the schedules. 
The act of congress providing for 


the war emergency food survey fixed 
a fine not exceeding 5100 or Imprison- 
ment not exceeding one year, or both, 
as punishment for any individual or 
concern who wilfully fails to make re- 
port when requested, or wilfully re- 
ports incorrectly. The bureau of mar- 
kets, however, counts on the fnll co- 
operation 
of the affected

It has been suggested 'that in- 
stead of erecting a monument in Var- 
num park to one brave lad who gave 
ip his life, a memorial tablet be placed 
n Memorial hall of sufficient size to 
permit the names of all who may pass 
away during the great conflict which is 
only just 
beginning, as far as this 
country is concerned. It is true that 
jowell commemorates the memory of 
jadd and Whitney by a monument in 
"ront of city hall, but these men had 
he glorious distinction of being the 
irst Union soldiers, not only of Lov.-ell 
mt of the country to fall in the con- 
flict of '61. Toung Joe Harding, who 
killed at Bnfleld while on guard 
duty with the Sixth, was the Srst Low- 
:11 boy to lose his life iii the service 
'or, although not engaged with the en- 
smy, he was in the service of his coun- 
ry, nevertheless. Then there was th& 
jOwell sailor who was killed at Hing- 
lam, Michaelis, Chadwick and Georgy 
Rogers, all of whom gave up their 
ives, each in his own branch of the 
ervice, though but two, Chadwick and 
togers, were actually in conflict with 
he enemy at the time. There may be 
ithers for aught we know, whose loss- 
:s have not been reported. Erecting a 
monument to the memory of one sol-

McCall today, 
tor men who hare not registered for 
the draft 
His statement was made 
to correct an 
erroneous impression 
that has circulated regarding the sta- 
tus of men who have failed to register 
tor service under the Selective Serrics 
Act 
The impression has been noised 
about that these men will be placed 
at the end of the lists and will not be 
drawn until last 


The governor said that there ans 
now in this state undoubtedly quite a 
large number of men of draft age who 
did not register and are trying to 
evade the draft. As each man is lo- 
cated and registered—if not Bent to 
prison for one year—his card is sent 
to the director of military enrolment, 
Mr. Gettemy. If more than two cards 
are forwarded from the same district 
at the same time the director has a 
supplementary drawing and assigns to 
the first card drawn the serial number 
first remaining open on the list of the 
board, and the second card the second 
number until each card has its serial 
number. 


These cards with their serial num- 
bers aro then returned to the local 
board, which applies the master list 
and fixes the order number of the 
registrant If the number assigned by 
Mr. Gettemy proves to be one of those 
near the top of the list the registrant 
is placed on the order list in the place 
in which he originally would 
have 


been placed had he registered at the 
proper time. 


Under the new system, when the 


flnal classification is finished, 
every 
registrant will be furnished with a 
certificate of final classification which 
he will be required to produce upon 
demand of the proper authorities. This 
certificate will finally fix every man's 
status and will be issued in card form 
of pocket size. A glance at this card 
will at ones show, as rime progresses, 
whether a man is out of camp properly 
and will serve the 
double duty of 
proving registration and 
compliance 


with the Selective Service law.

James X. Storrow, federal fuel' ad- 


ministrator for New England, has for- 
mulated plans for converting leisure 
hours Into heat units by the organiza- 
tion of Cut-a-Cord clubs. It is hoped 
that the movement will extend through 
out the New England states. 3y this 
means the fuel administrator hopes to 
help keep New England warm during 
the coal shortage. 


"There is a large supply of standing 


wood scattered generally 
throughout 


the New England states," the fuel ad- 
ininstrator declares, 
"(This may be 


drawn on during these/critical times 
i'or fuel purposes." 
One difficulty in the way of using 
wood for fuel has been the high cost of 
•wood cutting, due to the shortage of 
labor. The Cut-a-Cord club movement 
ijfas devised to relievo the fuel situa- 
tion by the creation qf labor out of tho 
leisure hours of a large element of the 
population. 
In intiatling1 thevmovement the fuel 
administrator is careful to 
guard 
against indiscriminate slashing of the 
forests, it is the intention to make the 
woodchopping- activity a beneflt to the 
[forest as a whole, by removing the poor 
species and the defective trees, in ac- 
cordance with the teachings of modern 
forestry. 
If the fuel administrator ia success- 
ful in getting New England to swing 
axes, he will help toward restoring to 
ttis section some of its independence of 
JE. .half century ago, when New England 
depended almost entirely upon 
wood 
for fuel. Not only was wood used for 
domestic purposes but the railroads de- 
pended upon it for their motive power. 
One of the chief winter industries of 
our farmers was to supply railroaxts 
with wood. 
"Does it not seem absurd," the fuel 
administrator asks, "that coal should 
be brought all the way from the mines 
In Pennsylvania, to be burned in homes 
•where wood Is growing abundantly al- 
most within a stones' throw of the 
house"? 
"As a matter of fact," tlie fuel ad- 
ministrator says, "a cord of flrst qual- 
ity dry hardwood when burned in the 
old-fashioned, 
air-tight; 
sheet 
Iron 
stove will go further than a ton of hard 
coal for the simple reason that it is 
customary to keep the wood fire burn- 


ing only when It Is needed. A coal flre. 
however, is burned continuously, night 
and day, and a large amount of fuel is 
consumed unnecessarily. Probably no 
nation on earth ever consumed fuel so 
extravagantly 
as 
ours. In a house 
where perhaps 
two or three warm 
rooms are all that are required the en* 
tire bouse of seven or eight rooms has 
been kept at almost summer tempera- 
ture day and night all winter long. Is 
it unreasonable to ask that, at least 
during these critical war times, we re- 
turn to ..the more economical and also 
more healthful customs of our 
fore- 
fathers and use our native wood sup- 
ply and use it sparingly as will be done 
by the person who chops every stick 
that is burned and hauls it to the 
woodshed." 
An important feature of the Cut-a- 
Cord club movement is the benefit to 
the health of those who take part in 
this vigorous outdoor exercise 
Those 
who organize clubs will be instructed 
to see that their members who are un- 
accustomed to such work take it up 
gradually, but it is believed that chop- 
ping1 bees can be made 
into a most 
agreeable form of 
winter outing, in 
v/hich women and children can take 
part especially In preparation of a hot 
outdoor lunch around the campfire. 
An appeal is also made on account of 
patriotism, for 
no matter how little i 


wood is cut there has been some sav- 
ing- in coal that Is needed in helping to 
• n t h e war.

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THE PROPOSED AMENDMENT 
It seems that the real nature-of th 


profc&ition amendment to the Unite 
States constitntion was not fully real 
taed until congress bad adopted 
i 


Tbe prohibition phase of the questio 
alone, seemed tn appeal to the advo 
cateo of the measure; hut -while it is 
pre-eminently rig-ht and desirable 
prevent, so far as possible, the evil 
striding from the use or abuse of in- 
tosieating Uqnrjrs, there Is tho mosr 
CT£y« doubt as to whether this 
can 
be secured 
by constttntiona 


amendment without causing a serious 
conflict of authority between the fed 
eral government and the 
individua 


states. 


In the first place this method o£ en 


eroaehing upon the rights of the states 


. by a centralized authority is undemo 


oatic and a violation of the principl 
of home rule for which the democrat! 
party has always strenuously contend 
ed. Tet strange to say, more demo 
erats .than republicans voted for this 
amendment in the national house, 


" thereby showing 
tendencies to cen 


traUzation that ware formerly almos 
entirely confined to the 
republican 


party. But in fhla they did not repre 
sent sound democratic principles. 


In order to adopt the 
prohibition 


amendment, it will be necessary tc 
have th« legislatures of three-fourths 
of the states ratify the measure. A 
the last national election the nmnbe 
at prohibition states was brought 
to 23. It is assumed that these will 
fevor the amendment although 
would bo guile reasonable and logical 
for any such stata to oppose 
th< 


change on the ground that it is able 
to manage its own affairs and uirwffl- 
mg to relinquish any part of. its sov- 
ereign rights. 


Bat assuming that the amendmen 


be ratified as provided for by congress 
it may so happen that the population 
of the thirty-sis ratifying states may 
be much less than that of the twelve 
states that opposed the amendment or 
that took no action in, reference there- 
to, Thus the minority would rule the 
majority. 


The more populous states such 


New York, Illinois. Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania would be most likely to oppose 
prohibition in any form and particu- 
larly as an amendment to the consti- 
tution. But how could the law be en- 
forced? 


The resolution adopted by congress 


says: 


The congress and the several states 


shall have concurrent power to enforce 
ithls article by appropriate legislation. 


This makeshift for enforcement of 


the law, this joint stock 50-50 method 


• is 
a contravention 
of 
the 
Tenth 


Amendment to the constitution, which 
says: 


"The powers, not delegated to the 


United States by the constitution, nor 
prohibited to it by the states, are re- 
served to the states respectively, or 
to the people.'' 


This is a far reaching amendment, a 


wise provision for the protection of. 
popular rights and the rights of indi- 
vidual states against such inroads up- 
on both as are 
proposed in this 


amendment 
Moreover, these powers 


must ba vested either in the federal 
government or in the states. They 
cannot coexist in both to be exercised 
Bmraltaneously. If 
the 
prohibition 


amendment be adopted, 
then 
this 


Tenth Amendment would be modified 
•and tbe sovereign powers of the states 
to that eztsnt encroached upon and 
enrtaDed. 


When other amendments to the 


constitution -Were proposed, it waa 
provided that "congress shall have 
power to enforce tho article by appro- 
priate legislation-" 


That does not bring in the species 


" of camouflage adopted in the present 
resolution of amendment which stands 
openly in conflict with a constitutional 
pnmsion already in force and one 
which the states should not allow to 
be changed. 


Suppose the amendment were adopt- 


ed and the state of New York refused 
to co-operate with the federal govern- 
ment in enforcing the law, what then? 
The federal forces would have to mo- 
bilize in New Yorte and proceed to en- 
force the law by an the various meth- 
ods now used by state and municipal 
officers. 


Would that proceeding not savor 


more of 
German imperial methods 


than those of 
the most democratic 


government on earth? But assuming 
that the sovereign state ot New York 
repudiated tbe law and fought its en- 
forcement?

A visrilant outlook should be main- 
tained by every person in Massachu- 
setts, declared Governor McCall today, 
tor men who have cot registered for 
the draft 
His statement was made 


to correct nn 
erroneous 
impression 
that has circulated regarding the sta- 
tus of men who have failed to register 
for servico under the Selective Service- 
Act 
The impression has been noised 


about that these men will be placed 
at the end of the lists and will not be 
drawn until last. 


The governor said that there are 


now in this state undoubtedly quite a 
laxga number of men of draft age who 
did not register and aro trying to 
evade the draff. As each man ia lo- 
cated and registered — if not sent to 
prison tor one year — his card is sent 
to the director of military enrolment, 
Mr. Gettcmy. If inoi-e than two cards 
are forwarded from the same district 
at the same lime the director has a 
supplementary drawing and assigns to 
the first card drawn tho serial number 
first remaining open on the list of the 
board, and the second card the second 
number until each card hag its serial 
number. 
These cards with their serial num- 
bers aro then returned to the. local 
board, which applies tho master list 
and fixes the order number of the 
registrant If the number assigned by 
Mr. Gettemy proves to be one of those 
near the top of the list, the, registrant 
Is placed on the order list in the place 
in which he originally would 
have 


been placed had he registered at the 
proper time. 


Under the new system, wliea the 
final classification is finished, 
every 
registrant will bo furnished 
with a 


certificate of final classification which 
he will bo required to produce upon 
demand of the proper. author! ties. This 
certificate will finally fix every man's 
status -and 
be issued in card form 


of pocket size. A glance at this card 
will at once show, as time progresses, 
whether a man is out of camp properly 
and will servo the 
double dnty of 
proving registration and compliance 
with trie Selective Service law.
